Then the duty to ihe actors should 
not be overlooked. They have given 
generously of their time nnd talents, 
nnd it is only fair that they should 
be given a chance to display, what 
degree of perfection they have at- 
tained, unhampered by the ungenerous 
conduct of some of their audience. 

It must be borns in niind also, that 
any damage to the Theatre furniture 
will have to be accounted for by the 
University, nnd will mean a deduc- 
tion from the door receipts. The 
money raised will be used for the 
benefit of the undergraduates, and 
it would bo deplorable If it were' 
found necessary to pay for damage 
caused by the stupid actions of à 
few iuconsiderate students.

The formulation of the atomic theory placed chemis- 
try on a solid foundation. Newton's work gave the. study of phy 
. «es a principle which pulled the science out of the quagmire of 
doubt. And so on in all the sciences some great discovery has 
i lu>*n the -rock on which the whole superstructure has been built.
